Southern also attended the 
Bi-County Tourney at Bruce High School, placing 
four wrestlers, Scott Rush, Brad Reams, Gary 
Friend, and Ralph Fitzwater, eligible to compete 
in the District Tourney at Allegheny High School. 
From there, Brad Reams traveled to the State Tour- 
nament. 

At the wrestling banquet held on April 22, Brad 
Reams was awarded the Outstanding Wrestler 
Trophy for his achievements.
